REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of China: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report covering municipal ac- 
tivities of the Town of China for the calendar year 1979. Detailed in- 
formation and reports of the Town’s business during the past year oc- 
cur in other portions of this report. 


1979 was a very active year for the Town of China. Early in the 
year the Town received word of an anticipated doubling of the Ken- 
nebec County tax. Coordinating efforts with several other com- 
munities, the Town took a strong position in opposition to the in- 
crease. This effort was partially successful when the State legislature 
made some significant cuts in the county budget. Nevertheless, the 
Town still saw an effective increase of 64% in the county tax. 


During the summer work was completed on the Alder Park Road 
and Dirigo Corner intersection. This resulted in a completely paved 
road with better visibility at the intersection and a safer road for 
travelers. Significant improvements were also made on numerous 
other town roads. Sections of the Dutton Road and Deer Hill were 
resurfaced with gravel, and other roads received gravel in troublesome 
locations. Sections of the Arnold Road, Deer Hill, Pleasant View 
Ridge, Maple Ridge, and the Danforth Road were paved. 


The Town completed a revaluation of building property in 1979. 
This is the first revaluation of buildings since 1969 and should pro- 
duce a more equitable tax base for the citizens of China. 


Mr. Richard Baker, who had served as the Town’s plumbing in- 
spector for a number of years, resigned in March to pursue other ac- 
tivities. After conducting a thorough search, the Board of Selectmen 
appointed Mr. Terry Hodges of Albion as the new plumbing inspec- 
tor. Residents may contact Mr. Hodges by calling 437-9287. 


Code Enforcement statistics for 1979 indicate a moderation of 
growth in China. This slowing of growth may only be temporary 
because of prevailing high interest rates. A resumption in the rapid 
growth rate would bring increasing demands for new and expanded 
services with corresponding pressures to alter the attractive character 
of our community.

After January 1, 1980, all vehicles will be required to have per- 
mits before using the China landfill site. This measure will help con- 
trol the increasing costs associated with the landfill operation. Citizens 
can also help control costs by carefully observing the regulations, pro- 
perly disposing garbage, and setting no fires at any time. 


Finally, in closing this report and completing my first year as 
Town Manager, I would like to express my appreciation for the en- 
thusiastic help offered by many residents who have made this year a 
very rewarding one.

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ACADEMIC PROCESS 


The staff continues to place a great deal of its effort in the area of 
curriculum development. New math texts were purchased and have 
been put into use this year. 

The 1979 results of standardized achievement test scores for 
China students were above the national norms. I feel that the elemen- 
tary school program is very effective in preparing pupils for high 
school. 

As a member of School Union #52, China Elementary School has 
been participating in the School Health Education Project. This pro- 
ject is funded by the Department of Human Services and directed 
through the Health Education Resource Center at the University of 
Maine at Farmington. The project’s goal is to reduce the incidence of 
major preventable health problems by designing a health education 
curriculum which is effective for each individual community. School 
Union #52 is one of thirty school groups throughout the state selected 
for this purpose. 

This is a three year project. The first year, 1978-79, was 
designated for the development of the health curriculum. A communi- 
ty committee was formed to identify the preferences and values per- 
taining to health education within the community. A Health Needs 
Assessment Survey was written by this committee and distributed by 
‘‘Friends of China Elementary School’’ to randomly selected com- 
munity members. Recipients were asked whether particular topics 
should be included in a health education program, and if so, at what 
grade level the topic should be introduced. A health education cur- 
riculum was developed following these guidelines. This curriculum 
was approved by the China School Committee in September of 1979. 

The second year focuses on implementation which was begun 
with a September teachers’ workshop for the identification of specific 
objectives at appropriate grade levels. The third year of the project 
will focus on evaluation. 

Much of the success of the health education program lies with the 
classroom presentation. The ideas and suggestions of teachers thus 
carry great importance. Imput from the teachers is welcomed as the 
curriculum is implemented and evaluated. The combined efforts of 
the health coordinator, administration, the teachers and students can 
make this program a rewarding and beneficial educational experience. 
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The following work has been completed at the China Elementary 
School this past year to help cope with the high cost of energy: (1) 
Class 1 insulation was blown in over the old insulation to a depth of 
four inches in the original building as well as in the addition. The total 
cost was $2,290 of which $2,061 was paid for by the State. (2) In the 
newest addition, an automatic seven-day program clock with override 
switches, relays and two night thermostats to control the circulating 
pumps during the night cycle was installed. The day/night controls 
were installed in a new locking cabinet. (3) In the old section, a steam 
valve was installed in the main supply to the building with a new night 
thermostat to control the valve for the night setback, and a seven day 
clock automatically selects the day/night cycles with all controls 
located in a locked cabinet. Total cost was $4,500.00 of which 
$4,040.00 was paid for by the State. 
for by the State. 

An itemized list of school appropriations, receipts and expen- 
ditures by series for the town’s fiscal year, January 1, 1979, to 
December 31, 1979, follows this report. 

I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to the School Com- 
mittee and all school personnel for their cooperation during the past 
year. 

I welcome you as parents and citizens to visit the schools any time 
they are open. A good education program depends upon your full sup- 
port. We make every effort to operate the best education program 
possible and are willing to discuss your ideas at any time.

TOWN OF CHINA 
January 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town 
of China for this year ended December 31, 1979. The audit consisted 
of an examination of the financial records maintained under the 
supervision of the Town Manager and muncipal officials. 


The summary of operations for the period showed that net unex- 
pended balances lapsed to surplus amounted to $71,263.84. Unex- 
pended balances in excise tax and overlay accounted for the balance 
lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS . . .The closing cash balance of $102,290.94 was reconciled 
with a statement furnished by Depositors Trust Co., Augusta, Maine. 


Taxes receivable totaling $79,384.22 consisted, for the most part, 
of current years accounts of $79,093.37. The remaining balance of 
$290.85 was for prior years. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $12,941.87 and 
$340.86 respectively. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS... Departmental balances of 
$116,965.17 consisted principally of school and highway balances car- 
ried forward as required by statute. 


Unappropriated surplus amounted to $76,828.43 at the year end, 
an increase of $36,563.84 compared with the preceding year. This in- 
crease was occasioned principally by net departmental balances lapsed 
to surplus. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS . . . amounting to $24,878.74 were 
available from the State Government and $23,767.00 applied to reduc- 
tion of the tax rate. Revenue sharing funds totaling $41,049.43 were 
available from the Federal Government and $25,000.00 expended (Ex- 
hibit F). 


DEBT FUND .. . The debt fund incorporated in the balance sheet 
as a separate fund, reflects outstanding note obligations totaling 
$80,548.45 at the year end. Notes totaling $40,592.00 were retired dur- 
ing the year. Notes totaling $27,500.00, plus interest, fall due in the 
1980 fiscal period, and will be paid from the education accounts. 
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TRUST FUNDS .... Trust fund principals amounted to $17,000.00 
at the year end, while unexpended income amounted to $8,569.64. 
The amount of $2,235.39 was expended for maintenance of lots or 
disbursed to cemetery associations.
